Good  refer- 
ence  material   alone   will    nol   do,      ll   will   be 
appreciated  only  by    the   very   lew   who  know 
books   and    how    to   use    ibem.      It    mu.t    be 
remembered  that  ll.e  great  maj.irily  of  people 
cannot    make    the    ben    u.e    of    a    library", 
resource,    without   expert   help;    they   do   not 
know  book.,  therefoie  tbev  cannot  use  them 
to    advantage,      ll    i>    useless    to    altempl    to 
develop    Ihe    right   kind   of   reference    service 
without  the  right  kind  of  librarian— it  cdniii-t 
l,r    Jonc.      With    ihe    right    lilirarian.    other 
requirement,  are  likely  to  follow.  The  variou- 
kinds  of  reference  material  must  be  selecteil. 
and  mu.t  he  so  arranged,  classified,  catalogued, 
indexed  and  otherwise  treated  that  their  con- 
tents may  lie   ca.ily  rcferrid   to.     The  righ' 
kind  of  librarian  is  ref|uired   for  this  work. 
The   majority  of  patron,    require   a.sislance, 
and  frequently  advice;  the  librarian  must  be 
prepared  to  give  11 ;  the  use  of  the  department 
must   be    encouraged;    the    whole  community 
should  be   inlormed  as  to  the  value  ol  the 
service   thai  the  library  offers;    an   interested 
and  enthusiastic  librarian  will  ensure  success 
ill    these    phases    ol    the    work.     Too    much 
emphasis  cannot  be  placed  on  the  importance 
of  having  the  right  librarian. 


iF.FE«r.NCr  MArraiAt.. 
The  term  "  relercnrc  book  "  is  usually  applied 
to  a  work  that  is  kept  exclusively  for  con- 
sultation in  the  library.  Generally  speaking, 
it  is  a  book  that  :  not  adapted  for  reading 
through.  In  the  true  sen"e.  what  makes  a 
book  a  reference  book  i-  not  the  form  of  the 
book  itself,  but  it  is  the  use  to  which  the  book 
is  put.  Any  book  that  is  used  for  consultation 
il  a  reference  book  while  it  is  being  so  used. 
For  the  present,  we  will  use  the  term  "  reler- 
ence  book  "  to  apply  to  the  books  that  a  library 
generally  keeps  for  library  use  only. 

Reference  books  form  the  foundation  of  a 
reference  collection.  They  should  be  rein- 
forced with  a  good  cullection  of  circulating 
books-books  that  are  lent  for  hon-e  reading 
and  are  also  useful  lor  consultation.    A  well-

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smaller  than  large  letter  paper.  The  fnllowing 
form  is  rccomniendeii  for  adoption:    (r)  On 

the  tip  line  write  t!ic  snbjcct  hca<linf!;:  (2) 
Place  the  references  to  be  found  in  general 
reference  works  such  as  encyclopaedias  and 
Scncral  dictionaries;  (^)  Leave  a  space  of 
three  lines  or  so  and  enter  the  references  to 
special  reference  works  -those  dealing  with  a 
single  broad  subject,  (4)  Leave  a  space  and 
add  the  eirciilatiiiR  books  or  books  that  wonld 
circulate  in  the  avcrajie  library.  (3)  Leave  a 
space,  and  write  in  llie  references  tn  pam- 
phlets, clippings,  government  document-*,  etc. 
Ill  front  of  each  entry,  where  needed,  mark 
the  class  and  alphabet  numbers,  and  after  it 
state  the  pr-jcs  on  which  the  reference  may 
he  found,  for  example,  p.  4S-62.  The  date  on 
which  the  list  was  made  and  the  initials  of 
the  person  making  it  should  he  written  on  the 
upper  left-hand  corner  of  the  she  t.  Revision 
of  a  list  should  be  made  as  new  material  i-i 
received. 

The  value  of  a  reference  list  is  increase'l 
by  adding  a  short,  descriptive  note  to  each 
entry.  Long  lists  on  subjects  having  several 
phase>  should  be  subdivided,  th  ."cfercnces 
for  each  phase  bjing  placed  under  a  snh-hcad- 
ing,  for  e.xamplc  :  "  f^eneral."  "  Historical," 
"Financial,"  "Canadian  conditions." 

I'criod'CtjIs. 

Periodicals  containing  good  reference  ma- 
terial should  be  bound  in  volumes  when  funds 
permit.  Very  small  libraries  will  lind  it  more 
satisfactory  to  lace  the  ntmiber.s  of  a  v()himc 
together  rather  thai,  keep  them  separate. 
"  The  Readers'  Guide  to  Periodical  Literature," 
the  entry  of  which  appears  in  the  following 
catalogue,  serves  as  a  general  analytical  inde.x 
to  the  best  known  and  most  used  periodicals; 
this  work  in  itself  serves  to  direct  the  librarian 
to  the  articles  in  all  the  publications  within 
its  range ;  the  few  other  works  kept  on  file 
by  the  library  should  be  indexed  in  the 
"Where-to-look "  index.  Small  libraries  will 
file  very  few  periodicals;  the  "  Whcrc-to- 
look  "  index  is  recommended  as  the  best  direc- 
tory to  the  articles,  the  index  costs  practically 
nothing  except  well-spent  labour.  The  value 
of  periodical  literature  for  reference  cannot  be 
too  strongly  emphasized. 

Fam/'hlcls. 

Pamphlets  may  be  arranged  in  various  ways. 
We  do  not  recommend  all  these  publications 


to  be  treated  in  the  same  way;  each  case 
must  be  considered  on  its  own  merits.  The 
five  most  apiirovcd  methods  are:  (il  Placing 
a  label  on  the  top  right-hand  corner  of  the 
pamphlet  and  facing  on  the  label  the  decimal 
cinssification  number ;  classification  for  this 
work  :houhl  be  done  very  finely,  that  is,  the 
finest  subdivision  number  should  be  used  as 
pamphlets  treated  in  this  way  are  rarely  ever 
catalogued  and  they  usually  deal  with  a  single 
phase  of  a  subject  and.  thcrefi're,  lend  them- 
selves to  a  fine  subdivision.  In  using  this 
method  the  pamphlets  should  be  filed  vertically 
in  a  vertical  "ilc  or  suitable  drawer  and  accord- 
ing to  classification  number.  The  "Relative 
Index "  in  Dewey's  mnnnal  will  serve  as  an 
i-  dex  to  class  numbers.  Thi-,  system  is  suited 
best  to  the  large  number  of  pamphlets  that  arc 
not  consulted  often,  fal  Placi'-  the  single 
pamphlet  in  a  cardboard  cover,  sticking  it  to 
the  gummed  linen  that  is  provided  in  the  cover 
for  the  purpose.  The  pan.  'Vt  in  this  case 
takes  the  firm  of  a  thin  bonk.  It  should  be 
classified  and  placed  on  the  shelf  with  other 
reference  books  of  the  same  ela^s.  It  may  or 
may  not  be  catalogued.  This  method  is  well 
adapted  for  valuable  pamphlets  that  will  be 
used  often.  (3)  Placing  the  pamphlets  be- 
longing to  a  class  in  a  pamphlet  case  of  about 
three  inches  in  thickness,  and  placing  case 
.^nd  namphlets  on  the  shelf  with  the  reference 
books  of  the  same  class.  Each  pamphlet 
should  bear  its  classification  number.  This 
method  is  frequently  used  when  the  library 
has  a  large  number  of  valuable  pamphlets  on 
the  same  subj'ect.  (4)  Placing  standard  sub- 
ject heading  on  each  pamphlet  and  filing  it 
alphabetically  according  to  standard  rules  for 
filing.  A  vertical  file  is  used  for  this  method. 
(S)  Bind-ng  the  pamijhlcts  on  one  subject 
together;  they  then  form  a  book  of  pam- 
phlets. A  combination  of  two  or  three  of 
these  methods  will  solve  the  pamphlet  problem 
for  the  average  library.  Methods  (2)  and 
(4)  should  not  be  used  in  the  same  library. 
We  recommend  a  combination  of  methods  (i) 
and  (2).  "  Whcre-to-look "  cards  may  be 
used  to  great  advantage  to  direct  the  librarian 
or  enquirer  to  pamphlet  material.  The  reg- 
ular catalogue  is  rarely  used  for  this  purpose 
except  in  the  case  of  bound  pamphlets;  it  is 
sometimes  used  for  the  simply  bound  ones 
and  some  libraries  place  a  subject  card  in 
the  catalogue  to  refer  the  enquirer  to  the 
pamphlet  collection.

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Pictures  that  are  likely  to  be  used  often 
should  be  mounted  on  very  thin  photographic 
mounting  board.  Two  or  three  standard  sizes 
should  be  adopted  for  the  sake  of  uniformity. 
Subject  headings  placed  at  the  top  of  the 
mounts  provide  a  means  for  arranging  the 
mounted  pictures  alphabetically  in  a  drawer 
suitable  for  vertical  filing.  Many  pictures 
need  not  be  mounted,  but  they  should  be  kept 
loose  in  manilla  folders  for  filing.  Inexpen- 
sive series  of  pictures  contribute  largely  to 
library  collections,  and  a  goodly  number  of 
valuable  pictures  may  be  obtained  by  cuttings 
from  discarded  periodicals  and  books. 

ASSISTANCE  TO  PATRONS. 

The  success  of  a  reference  section  depends 
to  a  great  extent  upon  personal  service  to 
patrons.  The  people  should  always  be  met 
more  than  half  way.  Every  effort  should  be 
made  to  encourage  the  use  of  reference  privi- 
leges. It  should  be  known  throughout  the 
community  that  the  librarian  is  pleased  to 
render  service  to  all  who  wish  it. 

The  patronage  of  a  reference  department 
varies  from  the  consultation  of  a  book  for  the 
purpose  of  gaining  an  answer  to  a  simple 
question,  such  as  a  name  in  a  directory  or 
the  spelling  of  a  word  in  a  dictionary,  to  elab- 
orate research  for  obtaining  data  for  a  thesis. 
The  following  kinds  of  service  require  com- 
ment : 

1.  The  patron  who  serves  himself,— All 
libraries  are  acquainted  with  the  man  who 
picks  a  book  from  the  shelves,  consults  it  and 
walks  away,  and  with  those  who  know  the 
few  books  they  wish  to  use  and  usually  find 
them  and  obtain  the  information  they  require. 
The  one  who  consults  the  book  for  a  minute 
rarely  requires  attention.  In  the  other  case 
circumstances  must  govern;  assistance  should 
be  offered  unless  the  librarian  is  sure  that 
none  is  required.  It  must  be  remembered  that 
many  patrons  are  backward  in  asking  for 
assistance  and  attempt  to  serve  themselves, 
often  unsuccessfully,  when  an  offer  of  help 
would  be  welcome. 

2.  The  person  who  asks  for  a  particular 
book.— In  this  case  the  librarian  either  hands 
the  book  to  the  patron  or  directs  him  to  it. 
This  requires  no  trained  service;  it  is  really 
"  filling  an  order." 


X  Simple  requests  by  subject.— These  arc 
rarely  unimportant.  A  patron  says:  "1  wish 
to  secure  a  recipe  for  black  paint  for  a  black- 
board." If  the  librarian  knows  that  the  infor- 
mation is  contained  in  a  certain  book  and  has 
reason  to  assume  that  the  enquirer  is  accus- 
tomed to  using  books,  the  proper  procedure  is 
to  direct  him  to  the  book  or  to  band  the 
volume  to  him.  If  the  librarian  is  not  reason- 
ably sure  as  to  whether  the  book  contains  the 
desired  recipe,  he  should  get  the  book  and 
find  out;  if  it  is  there  show  it  to  the  patron. 
An  enquirer  should  not  be  handed  a  book  nor 
should  he  be  directed  to  one  on  mere  chance. 
References  of  this  kind  .should  always  be 
looked  up  for  any  patrons  who  are  not  accus- 
tomed to  using  books,  and  always  in  a  way 
that  will  instruct  them  to  help  themselves. 
Enquiries  that  can  be  met  through  the  use  of 
one  book  are  frequent,  and  there  is  plenty  of 
opportunity  for  developing  skill  in  dealing 
with  them.  There  are  times  when  a  consid- 
erable search  is  required  to  find  a  reference; 
in  such  cases  a  "  Where-to-look '  card  should 
be  made  in  order  to  save  the  trouble  of  a 
long  search  the  next  time  the  same  informa- 
tion is  wanted,  and  also  to  save  the  time  of 
one's  assistant,  or  successor,  and  that  of  the 
enquirer. 

4.  Selective  reference.— This  term  is  used  to 
apply  to  printed  matter  required  for  the  writ 
ing  of  an  essay,  the  preparation  of  an  address, 
or  the  obtaining  of  data  for  a  debate.  For 
service  of  this  kind  more  than  one  book  is 
usually  required;  very  often  several  books,  a 
few  periodical  articles,  pamphlets,  clippings, 
etc.,  are  needed.  The  patrons  require  assist- 
ance if  they  are  to  get  the  best  from  the 
library's  resources.  After  ascertaining  the 
exact  nature  of  the  subject  for  which  the 
references  are  wanted,  the  librarian  must 
select  enough— but  not  too  much— of  the 
very  best  material  in  the  library  to  suit  the 
case  in  hand.  One's  best  judgment  must  be 
used  in  selection,  as  it  is  selection  that  gives 
this  service  its  chief  value.  After  securing 
the  books  and  other  printed  matter,  the  patron 
should  be  assisted  in  finding  the  right  pages 
in  as  far  as  help  is  required  and  no  more. 

5.  Exhaustive  reference.— This  refers  t.i 
producing  practically  all  that  a  library  contains 
on  a  given  subject,  and  is  wanted  for  more 
or  less  extensive  enquiry.  It  is  rarely  that 
one  meets  wiih  a  patrun  who  can  use  a  llbriiry

The  First  Three  Hundred  Reference  Books. 


This  list  of  standard  reference  works  is 
presented  for  the  benefit  of  libraries  ranging 
from  the  smallest  to  those  in  our  smaller  cities- 
The  books  best  suited  for  first  purchase  arc 
marked  "  A  ",  with  the  exception  of  encyclo- 
pedias and  dictionaries — one  of  each  of  these 
c\:  --s  of  works  should  be  selected  among  a 
library's  first  purchases.  The  books  desig- 
nated "  A ",  with  at  least  one  encyclopaedia 
and  one  dictionary,  should  form  part  of  the 
collection  of  every  library  down  to  the  small 
towns;  rural  districts  and  villages  arc  recom- 
mended to  select  as  many  works  as  possible 
from  the  first-purchase  group,  securing  first 
the  books  they  consider  the  most  useful.  The 
books  marked  "B"  are  rerommended  as  sec- 
ond purchases;  they  with  a  second  encycto- 
piedia  and  a  second  dictionary  should  be  in 
libraries  down  to  all  the  smaller  institutions 
that  1...M1  afford  them.     The  ''  C "  books  are 


suggested  as  third  purchases.  All  the  books, 
with  the  possible  exception  .  the  "Oxford 
Dictionary"  and  the  "North  American  Flora," 
would  be  useful  in  any  community,  no  matter 
how  small.  The  majority  of  libraries  must 
limit  their  range,  therefore  the  letters  have 
been  used  a.  a  guide.  The  books  assigned  to 
each  letter  we."  selected  after  a  careful  con- 
sideration of  tht  demand  that  obtains  for  each 
one  of  them  in  a  few  of  our  representative 
libraries. 

The  books  on  the  list,  with  but  few  excep- 
tions, arc  purely  reference  works.  Canadian 
historical  works  that  usually  appear  in 
libraries  as  circulating  books  have  been  in- 
cluded on  account  of  their  exceptional  refer- 
ence value  to  Canadian  libraries. 

The  selection  of  the  entire  list  was  made 
with  considerable  care  and  was  the  result  of 


artual  pricltcil  experience  with  the  booki  and 
wilh  Ihousuidi  ot  other  worki.  The  Inspec 
tor  of  Public  Librariei  acknowledges  his  ap- 
preciation of  advice  and  assistance  received 
from  Miss  Frances  Slaton  and  Miss  Elizalieth 
Moir,  of  the  Toronto  Public  Reference 
Library,  and  Miss  Marion  H.  Baxter,  of  the 
London  Public  Library.
